MADK FROM ‘CAR SEALS.’ 


Three Youog: Men Arrested in Se- 
dalia Friday Nig*ht and Taken 
to Clinton. 


For gome three or four riionths 
past the city has been flooded with 
counterfeit nickles and the slot 
machines in the various parts of 
town have been 
worked to a 
“ frazzle,” some 1,500 lead nickels 
being deposited in the 
v achines 
without the owners catch’' g on to 
the guilty parties. 
These nickels could not have 
been exchanged for merchandise or 
for larger coin, on account of their 
“ bogus” appearance. 
The nickels were made from the 
lead seals that are used in fasten­ 
ing the doors of freight cars of the 
Missouri Pacific and Katy roads. 
Hundreds of these seals were 
stolen or picked up in the railroad 
y ards and taken to the “ den of the 
counterfeiters.” 
The counterfeiters would, it is 
presumed, judging from the looks 
of the nickels made, put a five 
cent coin on scrme hard substance, 
put 
the 
lead over it and then 
another five cent piece over the 
car seal. 
A hammer would be 
brought into play and the imprint 
of the five cent coin stamped in 
the lead seal. 
The “ bogus” nickels would then 
be smoothed and made to fit the 
slots of the machines. 
Some time ago United States 
Deputy Marshal McKenna sent a 
special officer here from Kansas 
City to investigate and ascertain 
whence the lead nickels came. 
He was soon rewarded with 
some information, 
and, 
Friday 
■ evening, placed under arrest three 
East Sedalia boys, who range in 
age from 17 to iS years. 
The boys were Tod and Charles 
Wolford, the latter being the son 
of C. E. Wolford, the Missouri 
Pacific blacksmith, and Ossusmus 
Harlow 
The boys were asked many ques­ 
tions, but refused to throw any 
light on the matter. 
Although the boys have not said 
so. United States Deputy Marshal 
McKenna and Mr. Wolford are of 
the opin:.^n that older heads are be­ 
hind the making of the lead coin 
and that the boys were employ ed 
to operate the machines with the 
“ money .” 
The boys, in company of the 
United States deputy marshal and 
accompanied by Mr. 
Wolford, 
went to Clinton , y esterday , where 
thev were arraigned before Com­ 
missioner Jeffries. 
The boys were bound over in the 
sum of $200 each for their appear­ 
ance at Jefferson City next Octo­ 
ber. 
One of the accused. Tod Wol­ 
ford, gave bond and returned home 
with his father. 
The other two 
went to jail.

A ll of the tarnished mirrors in 
use in the cars— and there must be 
acres upon acres of them— are now 
renovated and re-silvered in Mr. 
Hunicke’s department. 
The glasses are spotted, stained, 
smoked 
and 
greasy 
when 
they 
come to the shops. 
First, 
they 
are well washed in water; then, in' 
a few minutes, a chemical bath 
takes the old quicksilver off. 
A 
few minutes later, when the glass 
is dry, a solution of nitrate of sil­ 
ver is poured on the glass and in 
twenty minutes it is“ fixed” and the 
glass is polished clean and put in 
a rack ready to use. 
Every form of metal fixtures of 
brass, 
copper 
or 
nickel 
plate, 
screws, nuts, bundle racks, clothes 
hooks, lamps, brackets, door knobs, 
toilet room hardware, etc., which 
comes to the shops or is taken out 
of the cars, dingy, black, greasy or 
rusty, are now replated here by 
chemical baths and electricity. 
After a washing in the water 
tanks the assistant picks up some 
article from what looks like a pile 
of dirty junk, gives it a couple of 
dips into a 
vat 
filled with the 
proper bath of brass in solution, 
or other metal, and presto! it is a 
glittering, dazzling, shining new 
thing of beauty, as handsome as 
when 
it 
first 
came 
from

finisher’s hand. 
In a small room near the fore­

office 
is 
the 
apparatus 
for electro-plating or re-silvering, 
as it is commonly called. 
There is 
a vat in the room, with electrical 
currents in connection, where, at 
will, 
everything

screw up to a big engine bell can 
in a few hours receive a new coat 
of nickel or silver. 
In the corner is a small polisher 
run by compressed air, that won­ 
derful new motive power.

work look like that of magic. 
Lastly, and yet the most inter­ 
esting, is the coloring of the orna­ 
mental glass for doors and tran­ 
soms and the like.

A ll around these letters or decora­ 
tive work a chemical coloring mat­ 
ter is sprend on in a thin coat. 
W hen the selected color is dried, 
over it is laid another coating of 
black chemical varnish.

painted side of the glass is then
